The Cro' 
caused a blockade ou the Third avenue ele- 
vated-roiul,-which-ext«nded-far— up-above 
Fourteenth street. The conductor on a train 
which was u'lociced a few hundred feet from 
the Fourteenth street station, notified his pas* 
senders that they could leave the train and 
walk over the narrow plank alongside of the 
track and thus inakd their way to. tho station. 
A number availed themselves of tho danger- 
ous privilege, and an awful ac:Ident'w*s the 
result,' In some manner a panic was started 
on the narrow walk far above the street and 
a number of persons wero flung to the pave« 
mentbelow. -'It Is stated that seven were kill- 
ed and many Injured. ' 


The official report of the accident shows 


that three peisons we're killed and-seven 
others badly injured. 
It appears that a num- 


ber of passengers .left one of the trains at 
.Seventeenth street and started to walk along 
tbo narrow foot path at tha elde of the track 
to the station at Fourteenth. • While doing so 
the blockadfl was relieved and trains began to 
start. The. motion shook the pathway to snch 
an extent that n number of the passengers 
were thrown down to tha street below with 
the result as stated.

Tbe narrow platfonu from which.the peo- 


pie fell was about 2-j feet wide. It 13 used 
by tho trackmen when on'duty, and above' 
Fourteenth street Is not provided with hand 
rails. When the passengers left tho blocked 
cars and took to the platfoipi the gate men of 
tho trains oUered no objections, as they 
ought to have done. Tne long lino ot men 
was picking Its way slowly when suddenly B 
train ahead started up and began to move. 
Tho next one followed suit and a successive 
series of Jerks went along the line up (o the 
last train. E*ch shook the track with * con- 
vulsive movement t,hal frightened 'those In 
front and made them hurry ahead rapidly to 
reach tho station 
In safety. Those behind 


saw they wera scared and became nervous In 
turn.
